The subject patent application issued with a notice that the patent term had been 
extended or adjusted under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) by 766 days. Patentees believe this is 
incorrect and that the adjustment should be 628 days. Patentees believe that an 
additional 92 days should have been deducted at the time the RCE was filed on 
September 13, 2007. Patentees also believe that an additional 46 days was added to 
the final calculation. Three year calculation to the RCE filing date (April 22, 2005 to 
September 13, 2007) equals 874 days. The PTO delay comes to a total of 554 
(458+40+10+46) days. 874 days minus 554 days equals 320 days, not 366 which was 
given by the PTO for PTA 36 months.
